Itlnch comment has been caused by tbe hesi- 


tation manifested by Secretary Evarts to as- 
sist in the investigation of the alleged frauds in 
the Canadian fishery award, as charged by Prof. 
Hinds. It is understood tho real reason for the 
secretary's inaction is that he knows tbat when 
the award was made in England it ^aa^an arbi- 
trary decision, without any reference whatever 
to the facts.

hoaid tho ease, Mr. Delfosso. tlie Helgian min- 
istei .said the Alabama award had i eeultod in giv- 
ing too large a sum to the United States, and 
some of it ought to be returned.

of tlie terms of the compact Tlie facts are well 
known to Mr. Evarte, who realizes that is of no 
line to enter into investigation;, even when ccu.- 
eimxl for not doing so.

Instead of raising trees, the land con be de- 
voted to grain, which may be sold, and the 
straw for lumber.

How Onr Forests are Used Up. 


From the Rochester Democrat 


Onr forests are rapidly going, while 110 


adequate provision is being made to restore 
them. The state of New York has a great 
pork full of timber in th^ northern wilder- 
n'ess, but annual fires are making havoc iu 
that region. The great woods are probably 
losing more than they gain from animal 
growth. Wood is becoming more scarce 
and inaccessible every year. In many states 
the forests on level ground have mostly 
disappeared, and only remain upon high 
hills or mountains, which are not easily ac- 
cessible. The Monetary Tim^-ts tells how 
the forests disappear:

Killing u Man Wlio Claimed to Jluve 1'ut Nine- 


I'er.wns to Death.

Porter Stocton, ex-mnrshul of Animae 


city, met bit death at his r.tnehin New Mex- 
ico, 
thirty-fivo miles down tho Animas, on 


Tuesday, nttht; hands of a party of eighteen, 
who culled for tho purpose of extermi- 
iiatin™ him. 
Thpy surroundt'cl his house 


and StooTtton and wife both curae to tho 
door urmed with rifles. 
Both sides opened 


firo aud Stockton fell pierced wth eighteen 
bullets. 
His wife, who h.id fired one Hhot, 


was struck in thn abdomen by a splinl^ 
from tho stock of her rifle, which had re- 
ceived a bullet. 
At hist accounts she was 


living, but no hopes are entertained for her 
recovery, as she w,is in a delicate state of 
health at the time of receiving tho wound. 
Porter Stockton, who is well known, has 
been u terror to the community wherever 
he has lived and lnys claim to the killing of 
nineteen men, which is a fair average for a 
man of his years—about 30. 
Ilo slew his 


first man when only 12 years of age for call- 
ing him a li-.ir.shootiug the top of his head 
off. 


At Ciinarron he shot a Mexican in his bed 
because ho wiis snoring, andit proved a very 
elfoctu.il means of stopping it. 
For this ho 


was incarcerated in jail. His brother Ike 
took in some pies one day nnd the jailer 
kindly opened the cell, \vjben Ike pulled R 
pop and invited hitn to change places with 
Port, which he did. Port escaped on a horso 
with a Winchester us his protdctor. At Otero, 
Stockton hud been arrested by Hurricane 
Bill, who was marshal of tiho place. By 
some means he got out, and; rode up find 
down the btrpets to get a shot at his incar- 
cerator. Seeing some one who resembled 
Hurricane Bill, he blazed awny and laid 
him low—but it happened to' be a, disinter- 
ested party altogether. It counted a man, 
however. At Animus City he nearly pound- 
ed the life out of a negro barber, and than 
fired his revolver at him, tho ball grazing 
the negro's scalp—all because he did not 
givo him a smooth shave. 
Mr. Stockton 


moved out of that burg immedwteiy after- 
ward. His last fatal shot was at Den Gan- 
non, the horse thief. The immediate cause 
of the visitation on him and his household 
was the threats he had lately mado against 
the lives of half a dozen of the community. 
As he never went back on his word in that 
respect, it was deemed by the gentlemen 
interested that ho had better 
receive a

THE FIVE STARS OF KOREISH. 


An Arab sheik, ownor 
of 100 cam- 


els, 300 horses and 1,000 sheep, always 
kept his enoampinont at some distance 
from his kinsmen. Ee had five eons and 
four daughters, who, as they grew, were re- 
garded in that region as the flower of that 
country, so careful was their (raining, so 
thorough their accomplishments, and so 
pure their lives. One evening, when the 
father and his eldent son were returning 
to thei encampment, having ridden nearly 
seventy miles in search of some camels 
which had strayed, thei boy asked permis- 
sion to speak, and then asked his father 
why he and his brothers and sisters were 
fed from day to day on dates and bread, 
with a strip of dry meat at noon; wh'.n tho 
boys and girls in neighboring encampments 
shared this luxury and that—fresh meat, 
killed daily, fruits of names unknown 
from Yemen, and spices from the ships of 
India. 


And his father said: "Are not your bodies 


strong? And cannot you ride as well as they ? " 


Tho son replied: "There ia not a youth in 


eith.or camp who can throw ine in wrestling; 
and you know if I Lave asked to draw bri- 
dle or to dismount to-day." 


His father said: "This is what your food 


is given for. If our fare is simple, it is that 
yon may not be tempted to pme the food 
.more than the strength for whieh the food 
is given." 


Another day, the father of the sheik had 


sent a courier to all the camps to ask the at- 
tendalice of his sous, and of their friends, 
that they might hear an ambassador who 
had conio from Yemen. He took with him 
his second son, to care for tho horses and 
to learn the methods of embassies. One day 
they wont, ono day they remained at tho 
encampment, one day they returned. On 
tho third day when they had ridden ten 
hours, they saw in the horizen the black 
tents of their tribe. Then tho son asked 
leave to speak, and said to his "father: 


"Oh, my father, why do you sleep upon 


the ground, when your kindred had cush- 
ions and woven mats brought by their slaves, 
and had furs from tho North ready, should 
the night be cold. Why, in onr camp do 
wo have neither furs, cushions or slaves?" 


And his father said: "We sleep at night, 


that we may be strong to-morrow. Are not 
your lx>dies as strong, and can yon not ride 
as well as they?" 


And his son answered: "There is not a 


youth in their tents who can throw me in 
wrestling, you know if I ask to draw bridle 
or dismount to-day." 


His father said: "This* is what sleep is 


given to us for. If our beds are rumple, it 
is that wo may not be tempted to prize the 
hloep more than the strength for which the 
sleep is given." 


At another timo there came a message 


that tho elder brother of tha sheik was ill, 
and had Kent for him. The tthiek rode 
across tho desert on the swiftest dromedary, 
Hiid took with him his third sou. Two days 
they rode, two days they watched with the 
dying man, two days they joined in lamen- 
tations oyer him. and for two days they rode 
on their return. On the eight day, as the 
sun went down, tho boy asked loavo of his 
father to speak, and said: 


"Why do my cousins dress in shawls of

While there is a measure of truth in the 


assertionithat fat babies are not necessarily 
healthy, tho following much quoted extract 
from a physician's letter toj» Boston paper i* 
likely to do mischief by its extravagant con- 
demnatic-n-of fat. Speaking of fatty degen- 
eration the. physician says:— 


"Most! infants do become thus diseased 


beforo they are throe Mouths old. This 
stops th6 growth and leaves the "poor de- 
ceived parents nothing but increased in 
weight to boast of; and when the poor little 
victim to his own greed and his parents- 
folly getqto the .end of his tether he melts 
away like butter in a hot oven, and then it 
is seeii now poor (in flesh) ho has been all 
the time. 
Few comprehend tho broad 


difference between flesh and fat. Tho first 
is lean meat—muscle—the result of growth; 
while fat—I don't care how hard and solid 
it may be—is the product or accumulation 
of uuexcretial excess. This is why no one 
bets a dollar on a fat horse or a fat man— 
they nro 'soft' and 'can't stay'. It is every 
whit as true of a fat baby, tho only won- 
der is that any infant lives days from birth. 
Fed before birth but three times a day, ha 
is after birth subjected to 10 or 20 meal's in 
the 24 hours. Before birth he grows at the 
rate of about 10 pounds pur year, after 
birth ho is permitted to fat at the rate of 50 
pounds per year until chronic dyspepsia or 
some .acute disease interferes. Feel of a 
kitten, calf, colt, or a young robin—they aro 
and remain \\hilo growing but little moro 
than skin und.bones and fur or feathers, be- 
cause, unable to got enough tq fatten thorn, 
and they never die—rarely have any sort of 
disease. Children aro never fairly 'out of 
the woods' until they reach the lean ago and 
have pipe-stem legs and arms, with no rolla 
of fatty 
tioKuo anywhere about thorn. 


Could they bo kept so from birth and not 
permitted to over-indulge, so that their ap- 
petites would always bo reliable for plain 
food, they would have no infantile disease 
to enrich our pockets." 


Why fchould tho kitten, the oolt, or the 


young robin be taken as a model of infant- 
ilo health, rather than the puppy, tho bear 
cub, the pig, or the young pigeon? It re 
tho nature of some animals to bo loan and 
healthy; of others to bo fat and healthy;and 
there is , as marked a difference iu tho nat- 
ural tendency of young children.

of the same parentage and fed at tho Rama 
breast will differ in this respect—nud both 
bo healthy.. Fat laid on at the rate of "50 
pounds a year" is quite another matter, and 
ono not reliable, we take it, to bo a common 
cause of anxiety. 
Injudicious feeding is 


moro apt to bhow itself iu lack of fat, and 
lack of proper muscuLir tissn 8 as well. 
That sort of leanness is much too common 
in yonag humanity.

BLOODY BANJOS. 


Particulars of the Execution of UPv. Father 


Oillict, a Catholic Pnp>t. 


Tho colony of British Honduras is in a 


state of excitement over the capture and 
shooting, by order of President Banjos, of 
the Republic of Guatemala, of tho Jesuit 
priest, tho Rev. Father Gilliet. By tho laws 
of Guatemala all Jesuits have been banish- 
ed from the Republic, and should any bo 
caught in the Republic they invariably meet 
their doom by being shot behind tho prison I 
walls, or out on the plaza, a place resolved 
for tho execution of noted criminals, in full 
\iew of the entire populace. It appears 
that Father Gilliet Mailed GuatoUm.i for 
his health and not as a clergyman. 
Novt-r- 


thelebH, ho had scarcely set foot in Living- 
hton, whon, being rocognixed by tho com- 
miindant, he was arrested, ironed, nnd 
thrown into a dungeon to await orders from 
the Capital - Guaielama City. 
On tho re- 


ceipt of the telegram ordering his being 
brought on to tho capital for trial, ho was 
divested of nearly all his clothing and 
forced to walk barefooted a distance of 100 
miles over the mountains, his captors using 
mules as means of transportation. Arriving 
after three days, he was tried and sen- 
tenced to be shot. The news of his sen- 
tence reaching the ears of the people in 
British Honduras, and he being a man of 
extraordinary eloquence and learning, and 
one whom every one honored and respected, 
the governor of Belize wns waited upon by 
thousands of persons of every creed and be- 
lief and asked to demand tho surrender of 
the priest into his hands. This was done, 
but all to no avail, for President Ban- 
jos had passed ju Jgmcnt, and nothing re- 
mained but the execution of the sentence. 


On Monday morning, Jan. 17, Father 


Gilliet was taken out of prison, under a 
heavy guard-, and marched to tho plaza, 
where they were joined by two regiments 
of Boldiers; his coffin was brought and 
placed before him; tho soldiers formed a 
a hollow square, broken at one cross-street, 
opposite which was placed a tiling party. 
Behind the soldiers were the people of the 
city, looking on awestruck and fileut. 
Tho signal for the shooting was given by 
three short rolls on a drum hea-vily muffled 
and hardly had the sound of tho third 
roll died away when, with ouo instanteous 
repcrt, 20 cai-bines sent forth their leaden 
missies on an erraud of death, and Father 
Gilliet fell forward on his coffin, pierced 
by 17 balls, a mass of lifeless flesh and 
blood. Immediately the shrill blast of the

float an egg. Pork packers use salt only at 
the rate of forty pounds of impelled or for- 
ty-five pounds of domestic coarse salt to ev- 
ery one hundred and ninety-six pounds of 
green meat. 


For sugar-curing hams I invariably had 


excellent success by pursuing the following 
method: Spread out the hams, shoulders, 
and side meat and let it cool in the cellar, 
or where it will not freeze. Let it remain 
twenty-four hours. Put the side meat in a 
pork barrel and salt liberally. Bulk up the 
bacon peices, first rubbing them all over 
with the same mixture hereinafter describ- 
ed for hjims. Let the bacon lie in bulk two 
weeks, then rub with the mixture, and then 
again at the beginning of the fourth week. 
At the end of the sixth week smoke. When 
the ham weighs from fifteen to twenty 
pounds, and when there are eight uams and 
shoulders, lake a large dish pan and put in- 
to it eight quarts of salt, eight pounds of 
coarse-grained 
brown sugar, and eight 


ounces of pulverized saltpetre, and put 
in sufficient warm water to make it of 
the consistency of soft mush. Set the hams 
and shoulders one at a time in the p/in and 
rub the mixture well in, and pee that no 
part of the ijneat, especially about the hnm 
is overlouMd. Pile the hams, flesh side 
up, aud lot ihem remain from thrcyi to five 
days, according to the weather. Put them 
in a barrel cleansed as described for pick- 
led pork, then pour in enough brine, which 
has been previously boiled, strained, and 
cooled, to cover them. Let them remain 
in the brine not less than four weeks nor 
more than six: I then wash, drain, and 
hang them, hdck or small end downwaid 
not lower than six feet above the slow fire 
made of green] hickory, sugar maple chips,

so do sailors; and musicians bring the sense 
of; hearing up fo the first degree of perfec- 
tibn. Blind men often become so proficient 
that they win tell the color of a garment bv 
Dimply feeling! of it, while men employed 
m the business^ of buying and selling great 
varities of makes of butter, learn not onlv 
to gmde and tell the maker of each lot, but 
in some instances they c:in tell almost to a 
day the exact age of each lot. This is very 
simply and efficiently done by cultivating 
the sense of taste. 'We once heard of nn 
instance where a wine taster, a man who 
was very proficent in this art, being culled 
iu to pass judgment on a hogshead of wine, 
decided there Was a slight, very slight, tasto 
of iron in the wine. This was not believed 
by the owner of the wine until the case was 
empty, when h(5 found p. sniull iron key in 
iu the bottom of it. 
AVe do not ex- 


pect every InUter maker to reach this 
height of perfection in the urtof fcistmg but 
there is one thing he should do, and that is 
study the subject. To do this, lethimtiisle 
all the fiue butter he can get hold of, and 
not with the set notion in his head that his 
is finer, but with an honest effort to find 
wherein this lot differs from his own make 
Hus it a stronger butter taste, or bus it us it 
probably has to him a more insipid taste a 
little too tine perhaps for iiistoba'cco tongue? 
If so, he should get his wife to do the tast- 
ing. 
When you hear of a man taking a 


premium at a fair or dairy convention this 
winter, ride over, if it is*ten miles away 
and examine his butter. 
Tnsfe it over and 


over again until you catch its peculiarities 
Take some home, if you cnn get it for love 
or money, and taste and talk it over with the 
members of your family. Some of them 
will be able to point out correctly the essence 
of m|irit in it. and ten to one you will be able 
to cdtch the hang of the thing and be able 
to do it yourself. 


In cultivating the taste for testing butter 


one thing must be born in mind 
Do not 


choose as the best article that which is most 
liked by your own family. They may have 
their peculiar nfctions. What you want to 
do is to study the tastes of your customers 
and make your butter come up to their re- 
quirements, no matter what opinion you 
may have of their judgment on the sub- 
lect. It is far easier to adapt yourself to 
hem than to force customers to take your 
Jutter against their will. They will not do 
t.
